In response to the petition for
the creation of a water district and
the acquisition or construction of
a water plant to serve the com-
mupities! of Lawndale, Wiseburn
and Moneta Acres, the board of
supervisors have advertised that
they will hold a public hearing in
the office .of the board in' the Hall
of Records on Monday, October 29
at ten o'clock a. m. to receive pro-
tests '‘and ascertain if .there are
aobjections to the creation of such
a_ district.

"Outstanding features of the pro-
posal as ‘outlined 'in the notice of
hearing include the proposal to
construct a plant which will cost
according to  estimate; $589,600.
Equipment besides the mains, serv-
ices, etc, which will be wrought
or cast iron, will include two steel
storage tanks with combined capa-
city of 300,000 gallons, and the pur-
chage and installation of adequate
pumping maghin¢éry. The plans call
for from one. to three wells.

The hearing is considered large-
ly a formality here as almost
unanimoud approval 18 expressed in
all three of the communities af-
fected.
